dicates that n combined foreward 
movement of a comprehensive char- 
acter is proceeding. 


It ia not necessary to believe the 


unconfirmed stories of the Boers he- 
ing in full retreat from Colenso be- 
cause it has been learned that a col- 
umn Is proceeding via Weenen to 
Helpmaaker, to cut off tholr retreat. 


But at the time credible informa- 


tion from many sources indispute- 
ably points to momentous changes in 
the disposition of the republican 
forces. 
Advices from Pietevmaritz- 


burg; dated Saturday, January 13, 
say that since their defeat on Janu- 
ary 0 the Boers have been removing 
their guns from the positions south 
of Ladysmith.

On the other hand Mgr, Tolli, cue 


of the most eminent jurists of the 
Vatican, is firmly convinced that the 
pope proposes to abolish the rule of 
celibacy for the priesthood before he 
dies. 
Mgr. Tolli says: 


"The day the pope conceived the 


jreat project of the union of the 
Christian church he must have be- 
gun to examine all the difficulties 
which might stand in the way. 


"One 
obstacle, perhaps the greatest 


of them all, is that in all denomina- 
tions except the Roman church the 
priests and ministers are permitted 
to many or not, as they choose.

I do not believe that there will be a 
general encyclical affecting the Cath- 
olic church throughout the world.

Washington, Jan. 15.—At the con- 


clusion of routine business In the 
senate today the resolution of Mr. 
Pettigrew, of South Dakota, calling 
upon the secretary of war for certain 
information regarding the Philippine 
insurrection was laid before the sen- 
ate. Mr. Pettigrew declined to have 
his resolution substituted by Mr. 
Hoar's resolution on the same sub' 
ject.

Beveridge's views had been endorsed 
by the administration and the admin- 
istration party, yet it conferred an 
authority and a power on this coun- 
try as absolute as that possessed by 
the czar of Russia. What was im- 
perialism, Mr. Berry asked, if not 
the assertion of such power as was 
Implied in the resolution of Mr. Bev- 
erldge.
